Sale of Cigarettes. 

Declaring that the “pernicious hab- 
t of cigarette smoking is becoming 
more and more common among the 
pupils of our publié schools,” the Iowa 
delegation has prepared a resolution 
urging the national organization to 
work for elimination throughout the 
United States of the use of cigarettes 
by minors. : 

The resolution, which has been ap- 
proved by each of the six districts of 
the organization in Iowa, will be in- 
troduced by Mrs. B. C. Hopkins, 
lowa state president. 

Mrs. Hopkins explained today that 
a concerted drive against selling cig- 
arettes to minors had been made by 
the association and that encouraging 
results were being obtained. 

The resolution contemplates enact- 
ment of effective laws against selling 
or furnishing Ghinors with cigarettes 
and also provides for obtaining ade- 
quate enforcement of the laws. 


Educational Campaign. 


A campaign of education intended 
to acquaint parents with the harmful 
results to their children of cigarette 
smoking would be conducted under the 
resolution, Mrs. Hopkins explained, 
and also the association would use 
its influence in seeing that officials 
enforced the law. 

“I think that children should not 
smoke cigarettes until they reach the 
age of 21,” Mrs. Hopkins said. “Then 
they have reached the age at which 
they are capable of deciding whether 
they should smoke cigarettes. 

“A child is injured physically, men- 
tally and morally by the use of cig- 
arettes. They are harmed especially 
while young. All we ask is that they 
do not use cigarettes until they attain 
their majority.” 

Mrs. Hopkins also expressed the 
opinion that the use of cigarettes in- 
jured girls more than boys.

The general strike in England, if 
prolonged, may disrupt shipping serv- 
ice between England and America, but 
no immediate crippling of transatlan- 
tic ecommerce is expected, they said. 

Up to the present no changes have 
been made in sailing dates of vessels 
plying between this and English ports, 
no passenger reservations have been 
cancelled and none of the 8,000 British 
seamen in the port of New York have 
deserted their ships. 

It was stated at the Cunard docks 
here early tonight that the Aquitania, 
with a crew of 378, would sail at 1 a. 
m. tomorrow as scheduled. Members 
of the crew said they would join the 
strikers on arrival at Southampton. 

No difficulty is expected in han- 
dling the Leviathan, which left here 
Saturday, when it docks at South- 
ampton Thursday, according to a ca- 
ble message received at the United 
States line from its London agent.

News correspondent called a laborite 
member of the commons for comment. 
This man is not involved in the strike

“The trades unions can’t afford to 
wait another 24 hours without mak- 
ing overtures to the government,” said 
this leader. 

“The situation is serious.” 

But simultaneously trades union 
headquarters denied that.any attempt 
at overtures to the government had 
been offered. One report said that such 
overtures had been made and had been 
refused when government leaders re- 
fused to confer with labor leaders. 

The strike is now entering the phase 
where hotheads among the strikers 
are becoming angered at efforts to 
break up the tie-ups in various lines 
of industry. They can find recruits 
among patriotic citizens who are al- 
ready feeling the pinch of hunger. 
South Wales, Hull and Clydeside in 
Scotland are the spots where disorders 
are most likely to occur. 

Casualties Few. 

Even including sporadic disorders of 
Tuesday the total casualties during 
the day probably were less than those 
occurring on an ordinary Saturday 
night. 

Police see a menace each day the 
strike continues, however. 

Recruits continue to pour in for all 
manner of volunteer services. The 
army is gaining many recruits and the 
London station for new applicants has 
been crowded all day. Some strikers 
are joining the army because of their 
weariness over the long economic 
struggle. While the government is 
withholding figures it is known that 
heavy detachments of men have been 
sent to many of the centers where out- 
breaks are feared. 


FIRST SERIOUS DISORDERS 
OF STRIKE REPORTED. 
BY A. L. BRADFORD. 

London, May 4.—(10:40 p. m.)— 
The first serious disorders of the 
British general strike flared up in the 
East India dock district Tuesday 
night, culminating in a series of po- 
lice baton charges upon strikers, a 
score of whom were badly beaten and 
taken to hospitals. 

The rioting started when gangs of 
strikers and sympathizers began at- 
tacking government food lorries in 
the afternoon, overturning the vehicles 
and putting them out of commission. 

Sporadic fighting led to _ baton 
charges, which temporarily ended the 
frouble, but angry crowds of men and 
women lined the East India Docks 
road during the evening. 

The fighting broke out again as the 
strikers resumed their attacks upon 
the lorries, overturning one and set- 
ting it on fire. 

Overthrow Lorries. 


In the afternoon there had been in- 
termittent fights without serious dam- 
age to the contestants, the strikers 
contenting themselves with over- 
throwing an occasional lorry. 

The first casualties occurred when 
the police, after futile warnings to 
the mob to disperse, began a series of 
charges, cracking heads right atid 


eft. 

All those who fell with wounds 
from the police batons were taken to 
Poplar hospital. ; 

The police charges increased the 
anger of the strikers to a dangerous 
pitch, and police reserves were rushed 
to the Kast India docks section from 
other parts of the city. 

As the mob got beyond control and

British Gazette 
Now Only Paper 
PrintedinLondon 


London, May 4.—The presses in the 
plant of the Morning ost started 
humming shortly before midnight, run- 
ning off the first edition of the gov- 
ernment newspaper, “The British 
Gazette,” which is being published 
there. 

The busy corner of the Strand upon 
which the building faces was surround- 
ed by a strong cordon of uniformed 
police, who refused admission to any- 
one who could not present full cre- 
dentials. 

- Crowds of angry strikers stood 
about, threatening to follow and over- 
turn the lorries which were lined up 
to carry the new—and only—morning 
paper of London to the millions who 
had been without written word of the 
strike for 24 hours. 

A strong guard was at hand for 
each automobile as the newspapers 
were brought from the Morning Post 
presses. 

The British Gazette,“ normally a 
stodgy periodical of government facts 
and figures, will be published daily 
and distributed throughout the coun- 
try in the morning, through the civil 
commissioners; for ‘each district. It 
will sell for two pence. 

Paradoxically enough, one provincial 
newspaper thrives on the strike. The 
Nottingham Advertiser now publishes 
a daily instead of a weekly edition. 
At the offices of the Sheffield Daily 
Telegraph, the printers reported for 
duty and conferred with the publish- 
ers, who promised the men that their 
jobs would be protected even if the 
strike were successful. Whereupon 
the printers went to work and the 
paper is publishing normally. 

Some others, including The Scots- 
man at Edinburgh, where the entire 
force is non-union, also were able to 
appear. 

Paris editions of the New York 
Herald and the Chicago Tribune will 
be sent to London by airplane within 
the next day or two, according to a 
message received here from those 
newspapers Tuesday.

In the best banking eireles here in 
close touch with London the opinion 
prevails that the general election can 
be held, almost anything might hap- 
pen; that in the end law, order and 
government from the conservative 
British viewpoint will yer that 
such an outcome will the most 
constructive news that has come out 
of England in many a long day. 
Our best people here in Wall street 
are sincerely grateful that this week’s 
news from London did not come on 
top of a level of prices in our stock 
market such as existed up to the mid- 
dle ‘of February when daily a new 
high record of all time was being 
made and when bank loans secured 
by stock exchange collateral were at 
the high for all time. If this week's 
news from Lorglon had come on top 
of stock prices and bank loans at 
the high level of the middle of last 
Febrary something would now be do- 
ing in our stock market, the net result 
of which would be dust so thick that 
even the skyscraper buildings here in 


Wall street would be obscured. All 


of which means that as bad ag it 
seemed at the time the recent violent 
liquidation in the stock market and 
in bank loans was something for 
which we should now be properly 
thankful. 

Red Element Watched. 

Thinking Wall street is also thank- 
ful for the make-up of.the ayerage 
British citizen, laboring man as well 
as capitalist.
